As a result of the disrup tion, the v alue of the p oker 
chip s is in w hat could be called a state of flux O p ti­ 
mists are beginning to believ e they may stabilize them ­ 
selv es at about half what they were worth before; p es­ 
simists think it will be worse than that. This does not 
tnean the United States has last half its wealth, but

Almost ev ery thing about the housing shortage is 
uncertain, 
ex cep t this: the 
shortage isn’t 
getting 
shorter. 


W hatev er relief has been m ade av ailable in the 
form of temp orary housing hasn’t added any thing to 
the sum total of housing suitable for citizens of the 
United States. 
Huts are no solution for a housing 
p roblem. They are a m akeshift while a solution Is be­ 
ing found. It may be feasible for a v eteran of World 
W ar II to continue to liv e in a barracks a y ear, p er­ 
hap s sev eral y ears, but in the United S tates life in a 
barracks Is a p oor substitute for life in p erm anent 
quarters. Perm anent, not tem p orary , housing is the 
need. 


This is almost too obv ious to need restatem ent— 
almost, but not quite. The United States, hav ing talk ­ 
ed much about housing, has been able to do little. The 
gov ernm ent's interest in housing has ex p ressed itself 
so often in m akeshifts they are becoming an ominous 
sign of frustration Housing—real housing, p erm anent 
housing, the kind that adds something to the national 
standard of liv ing—is not being realized. 


There is more th an a p olitical dig in the Rep ub­ 
lican p arty 's wisecrack about “two families in ev ery 
garage." There is a disquieting omen of disaster ahead 
unless it becomes p ractical again for housing—real 
housing—to come from the source th a t has sup p lied 
housing in the p ast—inv estors looking for a p lace to 
p ut long-term cap ital a t a fair return. To them hous­ 
ing was som ething built to last and to give satisfac­ 
tion, not a hut to be erected today and torn down 
nex t y ear for remov al to some other p oint of crisis in 
a housing shortage.

If Russia Only Knew 
R ussian p olitical leaders p reach, p erhap s ev en be­ 
liev e, th a t the Sov iet Union is in p eril of bting sur­ 
rounded and destroy ed by cap italist enemies. Accord­ 
ing to their reasoning, Russia m ust destroy or be de­ 
stroy ed. Ultimately , there m ust be a battle of surv i­ 
v al. 
In the doctrine of Russian Com munist leaders 
there is no allowance for tolerance of non-com m unist 
societies. They must be ov erthrown. Otherwise, they 
will ov erthrow Russia. 


T his is the conv iction which has been reflected or 
ex p ressed directly in ev ery act of p astw ar Russian 
dip lomacy and action. It is the credo th at has started 
taik of another war at a time when ev en the m ention 
of war is a death knell for w ar-weary nations. It Is 
the m ost formidable obstacle to international under­ 
standing, the tiling th at has caused fear of Russia in 
the United States though Russian conditions suggest 
p ity as a more p rop er sentim ent. Russia’s ex clusion- 
Ism is delay ing the p eace, sp reading distrust among 
other gov ernments and m aking inev itable a rev iv al 
of balance-of-p ower p olitics against the tim e when it 
finally m ust ex p lode into armed action. 


From their own p osition it may actually be imp os­ 
sible for Russian p olitical leaders to realize what is 
wrong with the Com munist p arty doctrine which calls 
for destruction of ev ery thing non-comm unist. They 
cannot understand, because they do not know, th at 
the imp erialism they think of as the handm aiden of 
cap italism has ceased to ex ist. Ev en the cap italism 
they have in m ind no longer ex ists. If the Russians 
only knew, or dared adm it, 
what they 
could hav e 
learned since their rev olution by reading any Ameri­ 
can or 
English newsp ap ers, the 
looming threat of 
W orld W ar III could be uissolv ed in the bright light 
of a little ordinary truth.
